2. citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 9 and 12 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Lynum et al. 5527518. 

Lynum teaches in column 5 making carbon black wherein hydrocarbon is preheated by a plasma prior to formation of carbon 
black. 

Claims 1 and 2 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Stokes 2672402. 
Stokes teaches in column 2 and figure 2 making carbon black by using dewatered off-gas and recycling it back to the reactor. 

Claims 3-8, 10, 11, 13 and 14 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Stokes in view of 
Lynum. 

Stokes, supra, does not teach plasma preheating or PSA. 

Lynum, supra, teaches the desirability in general of preheating with a plasma. Thus, preheating is an obvious expedient to 
make the process more efficient. Further, PSA is a known way to make pure gases; using it to make gases for use in a 
carbon black reactor is an obvious expedient to make the desired gases. 

Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), because the process has industrial applicability to make tire-grade 
carbon black. 

Claims 3-8, 10, 11, 13 and 14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2), because no one reference of the prior art teaches 
the features of plasma preheating or PSA gas purification.

The applicant has, after having received the international search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international application. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (claims, 
description and drawings) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 19 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
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What parts of the International application may be amended? 

Under Article 1 9, only the claims may be amended. 

During the international phase, the claims may also be amended (or further amended) under Article 34 before 
the International Preliminary Examining Authority. The description and drawings may only be amended under 
Article 34 before the International Examining Authority.

It must be brief, not exceeding 500 words if in English or if translated into English. 

It should not be confused with and does not replace the letter indicating the differences between the claims 
as filed and as amended. It must be filed on a separate sheet and must be identified as such by a heading, 
preferably by using the words "Statement under Article 19(1)." 

It may not contain any disparaging comments on the international search report or the relevance of citations 
contained in that report. Reference to citations, relevant to a given claim, contained in the international search 
report may be made only in connection with an amendment of that claim. 



Consequence If a demand for International preliminary examination has already been filed 

If, at the time of filing any amendments under Article 1 9, a demand for international preliminary examination 
has already been submitted, the applicant must preferably, at the same time of filing the amendments with the 
International Bureau, also file a copy of such amendments with the International Preliminary Examining 
Authority (see Rule 62.2(a), first sentence). 



Consequence with regard to translation of the International application for entry into the national phase 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that, where upon entry into the national phase, a translation of the 
claims as amended under Article 1 9 may have to be furnished to the designated/elected Offices, instead of, or 
in addition to, the translation of the claims as filed.
